Prima  Facie  Cage  for  Civic  Reassessment 

IN  urging  a pay-as-you-go  policy,  actlva 
plans  to  reduce  the  City's  debt  and  an 
administrator  to  see  that  fiscal  policies 
in  the  future  are  more  closely  controlled. 

Alderman  Aubrey  Kent  has  won  the  atten- 
tion of  Victoria  ratepayers.  His  cited  ex- 
amples of  the  Inequity  of  city  assessment 
procedure  would  appear  to  have  established 
a prima  facie  case  for  a thorough-going  re- 
vision oNthe  assessment  rolls  at  the  first 
available  opportunity.  If  he  is  correct, 

Victoria  Is  still  trying  to  do  business  on  the 
basis  of  valuations  laid  down  in  1930. 

It  is  a pleasure  in  this  day  and  age  to  hear 
someone  mention  debt  retirement  as  some- 
thing that  has  to  be  planned  for  and  then 
carried  out.  Alderman  Kent  may  be  opti- 
mistic In  believing  that  the  City's  debt  can 
be  reduced  to  $5,000,000  and  held  there — 


if  the  community  Is  to  keepltx  credit  unim- 
paired. With  a fast-growing  population 
there  ifanuld.bg  no  -great  dlfilculty  ln  thaL 
Assessment  and  mill  rate  go  together,  and 
are  Inseparable^  Victoria  ratepayers  who 
went  through  the  land  boom-and-bust  of 
1910-12,  the  great  depression  of  1930-32, 
two  wars  and  their  aftermaths,  and  now  in- 
flation, axe  not  expecting  miracles.  On  the 
other  hand,  assessment  by  its  nature  must 
be  uniform  and  equitable.  It  can  be  a high 
assessment  and  a low  mill  rate,  or  a high 
mill  rate  and  low  assessment,  with  the  same 
tax  result.  But  the  base  must  be  fair.  At 
the  present  mill  rate,  45  mills,  the  taxpayer 
repurchases  his  home  from  the  City  once 
every  25  years,  at  the  rate  of  four  and  a half 
pier  cent.  The  money  goes  in  sendees,  but' 
the  effect  Is  the  same  as  If  the  capital  sum 
were  paid  over  In  cash  once  every  quarter- 
century.  Administration,  then,  is  not  a 
little  thing,  but  fundamental  to  good  gov- 
ernment and  civic  progress.

RAYMOND  Moley,  the  Washington 
pundit,  has  been  casting  a ma- 
gisterial eye  over  the  Attlee  Govern- 
ment’s Invasion  of  the  British  pub 
bualnesa.  It  reminds  him  of  Tam- 
many, that  American  government 
within  a government,  whose  ancient 
citadels  were  always  in  the  public  bars. 

There  la  a distinct  difference, 
though,  as  he  notes.  Across  the  line 
the  saloon  controlled  government: 
government  did  not  own  the  saloon. 
Whatever  you  may  think  of  Tammany, 
scarcely  a model  of  all  the  proprieties, 
that  at  least  was  a fact.  I don't  say 
“is"  because  I believe  Tammany  Is  not 
quite  so  potent  as  of  yore. 

With  fine  perspicacity  Mr.  Moley 
doesn't  think  state  management  of 
British  pubs  will  leave  the  political 
initiative  in  the  customers'  hands.  I 
don't  think  so  either. 

He  foresees,  as  probably  Mr.  Herbert 
Morrison  does  too,  the  Inducement  to 
a government  of  enlisting  all  the  bar- 
men and  barmaids  In  the  service  of 
the  state.  The  close  Intimacy  that 
would  develop  with  the  voters  would 
give  government  agents  a marvelous 
opportunity  of  Indoctrinating  them  at 
moments  when  voters  are  most  im- 
pressionable and  agreeable.  Recalling 
that  highway  Inspectors  in  some  Ca- 
nadian provinces  have  been  adept  at 
telling  the  virtues  of  their  employers, 
the  chances  are  Mr.  Moley  Is  right. 

PARALLELS  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 
In  a way,  of  course,  the  Attlee  Gov- 
ernment's entry  Into  the  liquor  busi- 
ness parallels  British  Columbia,  for 
Instance.  One  Canadian  observer  of 
the  British  scene,  noting  that  the 
British  Licensing  Bill  caused  quite  & 
tempest  In  the  tankard,  told  of  car- 
toonists bursting  forth  with  vignettes 
of  Britons  lining  up  at  barred  wickets 
to  get  drinking  permits,  probably  un- 
aware that  Victoria  has  witnessed  such 
scenes. 

There,  however,  the  analogy  ends. 
British  Columbia  beer  parlors  are  most 
unlike  British  pubs,  as  local  proponents 
of  the  latter  make  plain  when  they 
seek  to  take  the  gloom  out  of  the 
humorless  halls  that  make  beer  drink- 
ing a funereal  affair.  I have  a notion 
that  not  all  British  pubs  are  such 
delightfully  Idealistic  places  as  pic- 
tured by  nostalgic  raconteurs— moat 
oertalnly  not  the  saloons  of  my  native 
elty— but  that  is  by  the  way. 

One  other  dlfferenoe  deserves  to  be 
noted.  The  patrons  of  British  Colum- 
bia pubs,  If  these  latter  may  be  eo 
designated,  at  least  quaff  their  beakers 
without  benefit  of  political  admonition 
from  the  guy  who.  pulla  the  handle. 
Mr  Moley,  as  I said,  doesn’t  think  the 
staffs  of  British  socialist  pubs  mat  be 
quite  so  tolerant  of  their  patrons'  poli- 
tical frailties;  he  envisages  a tendency 
to  carry  the  regimentation  past  their 
mouths  Into  their  minds. 

GOLDEN  OPPORTUNITY 
Ttiat's  a likely  result.  Socialists, 
misguided  though  they  are,  have  one 
virtue  lacking  In  their  political  oppo- 
sites they  are  fired  with  a teal  that's 
almost  religious  \p  character.  They 
work  at  securing  Converts,  not  Just  on 
the  eve  of  elections,  but  all  the  time. 
It  would  be  a miracle  were  Mr.  Morri- 
son, et  a) , to  pass  up  the  opportunity 
that  government  - operated  pubs  will 
offer  to  their  party’s  fortunes. 

Home  Secretary  Chester  Bde,  true 
enough,  In  leading  the  Westminster 
debate  that  saw  the  Attlee  steam- 
roller push  through  the  measure,  said 
that  state  control  would  apply  only  to 
the  puba  of  the  "new  towns"  created 
as  a result  of  wartime  dislocations 
That  would  encompass  only  about  10 
per  cent  of.  the  gentlemen,  and  ladles, 
who  like  to  throw  darts  in  between 
gulps  of  ale. 

An  admirable  point,  but  scarcely  so 
disarming  as  it  appears  on  the  surface. 
Can  you  imagine  a regime  that  likes 
to  push  people  around,  as  all  Socialists 
do  on  the  vain  assumption  that  they 
know  beet  what  is  good  for  others  even 
If  the  tatter  are  obdurate,  being  con- 
tent with  one  foot  only  In  the  door? 
Especially  a pub  door  where  the 
chances  of  spreading  the  party  gospel 
would  be  eo  golden? 

One  would  be  nal^e  Indeed  to  believe 
so.  And  pub  control  Is  a precedent 
that  wont  be  lost  on  Mr  Attlee  • fellow 
Socialists  In  this  so  on  try. 


Defensive  Measures  Must  Be  Paid  For 


ONE  Inescapable  result  of  the  armament 
program  upon  which  this  country  Is 
forced  to  embark  will  be  the  Inroad  it 
will  make  on  the  public  purse.  It  will  cost 
money  in  large  quantities.  One  doubts  that 
any  serious  objection  can  be  offered,  but  It 
is  as  well  that  this  important  aspect  should 
not  be  overlooked.  Some  other  projects 
normally  considered  desirable  may  have  to 
be  curtailed.  Some  taxation  easements  may 
have  to  be  modified. 

No  one  In  his  senses  today  can  plead  that 
Canada  should  remain  defenceless  In  a 
world  so  tightened  with  tension  that  de- 
fensive pacta  seem  the  main  salvation.  At 
most  the  total  strength  of  the  three  armed 
services  will  not  be  large,  not  nearly  so 
large  as  many  competent  authorities  think 


should  be  the  case.  It  Is  all  the  more  neces- 
sary, therefore,  that  their  equipment  should 
be  up-to-date  and  of  first-line  quality.  At 
today’s  prices  ships,  planes  and  other 
weapons  come  high,  but  Canada  must  have 
them  for  her  own  protection. 

Because  it  takes  time  to  produce  new 
Implements  the  proposed  expansion  scheme 
will  spread  its  financial  Impost  over  more 
than  one  year,  thus  lessening  the  immedi- 
ate Impact.  Nevertheless  large  sums  of 
money  are  due  to  be  apportioned  shortly 
for  the  defensive  needs  of  the  Dominion. 
Canadians  must  reconcile  themselves  to 
this  fact.  These  protective  measures  are  In 
the  nature  of  insurance,  and  It  Is  axiomatic 
that  premium  payments  are  what  enables 
any  kind  of  Insurance  to  be  effected. 


With  heavy  wheat  crops  in  the 
United  States  and  Europe,  there  haa 
been  plenty  of  forecasting  of  prices 
well  below  $2.  Presumably,  the  British 
have  been  making  the  best  they  can 
of  this  quite  logical  argument  that 
with  the  distinct  possibility  of  a sur- 
plus, wheat  prices  were  bound  to  fall. 

But  there  Is  no  sign  of  a real  break, 
and  It  Is  quite  possible  that  no  break 
will  come  so  long  as  the  United  States 
Is  In  a position  of  setting  wheat  prices 
on  a parity  basis  and  being  able  to 
obtain  a market  In  Europe  for  her 
surplus  by  the  use  of  E CA  dollars. 
That  Is  the  view  held  here. 

Mr.  Gardiner  neither  confirms  nor

DOES  anybody,  anywhere  In  this 
country,  even  In  villages,  leave 
the  front  door  key  under  the  door 
mat? 

Not  any  mors,  Though  In  thg 
memory  of  multitudes  of  us  still  far 
from  aged,  ths  front  door  key  was 
either  left  under  the  door  mat  or  else 
hung  on  a string  inside  the  letter  box.

This  memory  was  recalled  by  the 
spectacle  of  a parson  paying  a paro- 
chial visit  to  one  of  his  congregation 
on  a respectable  and  quiet  city  street. 
The  revenend  gentleman  drove  up  In 
his  car.  eased  himself  heavily  out 
onto  the  pavement,  and  then  labori- 
ously stretched  back  Inside  the  car 
while  he  locked  all  the  windows  and 
doors:  Anally  hoisting  his  coat  skirts 
with  some  difficulty,  while  he  located 
his  glasses,  adjusted  them,  found  the 
lock  on  the  car  door  and  firmly,  reso- 
lutely turned  the  key. 

It  Is  only  Afteen  years,  maybe  leas, 
since  nobody  took  the  keys  out  of  his 
ear.  When  you  went  shopping,  when 
you  called  at  a friend's  house,  you 
never  dreamed  of  removing  the  key 
from  the  Ignition.  That  would  have 
seemed  s reflection  on  the  neighbor- 
hood, Nowadays.  In  most  cities.  It  Is 
an  offence  to  leave  your  car  with  the 
keys  In  It.  You  do  not  leave  the  keys 
In  your  car  even  In  your  own  side 
drive,  out  In  the  suburbs. 

But.  New  Zealand  Is  all  right.  They 
do  not  lock  their  doors  down  thers.  I 
was  talking  to  a doctor  from  New  Zea- 
land who  was  rather  taken  aback  by 
all  the  key  waving  he  witnessed  In  this 
country. 

“Why"  he  laughed.  *Tve  been  away 
from  home  now  six  months.  And  I 
never  locked  • door  or  window  when 
I left  . . 


Soil  Conservation  Is  a Pressin 

COMPULSION  Is  a hard  word,  and  gov- 
ernmental compulsion  applied  to  land- 
owners of  the  use  made  of  their 
land  may  suggest  infringement  of  ths 
rights  of  ownership.  Nevertheless  If  other 
means  of  persuading  farmers  to  con- 
serve their  soil  have  failed  the  Provincial 
Government  may  be  acting  wisely  In  con- 
sidering the  submission  to  th^  Legislature 
of  a measure  of  enforced  conservation 
where  needed. 

After  the  floods  of  1948  this  province 
should  need  no  reminding  of  the  dire  con- 
sequences of  Inadequate  moisture  control. 
The  province  today  Is  paying  a high  price 
for  the  denuding  of  Its  plains  and  water- 
sheds in  the  past.  Wasteful  methods  of 
forest  cropping— now  happily  being  curbed 
— are  mainly  responsible  for  that;  but  the 
farmers,  too,  are  guilty  In  their  short- 
sighted hurry  to  clear  the  land  for  cultiva- 


tion. It  Is  said  that  only  the  top  nine  Inches 
of  soil  keeps  the  world  alive;  yet  thousands 
of  tons  of  good  soil  that  might  have  been 
saved  are  washed  down  flooded  rivers  every 
Spring.  For  the  most  part  that  loss  can 
never  be  recovered. 

For  all  Its  apparent  fertility,  the  Saanich 
Peninsula  Is  in  serious  danger  of  aridity. 
There  was  a note  of  urgency  In  Agriculture 
Minister  Putnam’s  voice  when  he  warned 
the  Legislature  last  year  that  this  one-rich 
agricultural  land  was  potentially  one  of  the 
worst  trouble  spots  In  the  province  Earlier 
the  minister,  on  a tour  of  the  Peace  River 
area,  took  a grave  view  of  the  prospect  of 
widespread  erosion  there  as  a result  of  de- 
struction of  cover. 

It  la  the  worst  kind  of  folly  to  be  lax  In 
this  matter  of  soil  conservation.  If  the 
Oovemment  finds  It  necessary  to  step  In 
with  stringent  controls  the  farmers  will 
have  only  themselves  to  thank.

While  there  are  difficulties  over  the 
dollar  shortage,  particularly  In  trading 
with  the  United  Kingdom,  “for*  the 
time  being  at  least"  alternative  mar- 
kets are  available  for  Canada's  surplus 
foodstuffs  at  prices  as  high  as  could  be 
obtained  most  places.  But  In  hi*  cau- 
tiously guarded  optimism,  Mr  Oardl- 
ner  Is  crossing  his  Angers  for  1949.

For  the  first  tune  in  many  years 
sockcye  salmoi)  in  1946  were  suid 
to  be  getting  through  Hell's  Gate  in 
satisfactory  numbers  . . . which 
fisheries  men  believe  to  mean  that 
spawning  should  also  have  been 
satisfactory. 

As  a result,  It  is  confidently  as*

The  1946  catch  of  446.000  cases  o! 
aockeye  was  a major  Improvement 
over  preceding  runs. 

Long  range  plans  for  additional 
aids  to  Fraser  River  salmon  runs 
are  also  under  consideration.  Five 
fishways  are  to  be  constructed  at 
Parwell  Canyon  on  the  ChUootin 
River— 11  mil**  from  its  Junction 
with  the  Fraser.

He  asserted  that  the  dispute  was 
one  between  the  men  in  the  opera- 
tion and  the  company,  and  that  ’he 
W.I.U,  was  in  no  way  Involved,  at 


first.  Then,  he  claimed.  I.WA.  men 
came  into  the  camp  and  started 
"sniping ' members  from  the  W I U.

Pritchett  Explains 
Reasons  for  Split 


COURTENAY.  Jan.  5.  — Former 
officials  of  jthe  I.WA,  who  now  lead 
the  rebel  W.I.U.  group,  broke  away 
from  the  International  union  Oc- 
tober 3 because  they  heard  “from 
a certain  high  source,"  that  James 
Fadltng,  head  of  the  International 
union,  was  about  to  "oust  them  from 
office  for  alleged  misappropriation 
of  fund!  and  appoint  an  adminis- 
trator in  their  place. 

This  was  the  explanation  given  by 
Harold  Pritchett  at  a meeting  of 
Courtenay  loggers  in  the  Native  Son*,  I 
Hall  for  his  notion  in  engineering 
the  split  from  the  I.W.A.  Mr.  Prit- 
chett averted  there  had  been  “no 
time"  to  consult  the  membership 
before  taking  the  step. 

He  did  not  give  any  details  re- 
garding the  “certain  high  source."  j 

Mr.  Pritchett  claimed  there  was  a 
vast  network  of  newspapers,  radio 
stations,  political,  industrial,  re- 
ligious and  trade  union  leaders  out 
to  smash  the  W.I.U.  and  to  “keep 
the  working  man  In  chain*." 

He  said  thla  nptwork  used  the 
“technique  of  the  big  Me"  to  confuse 
the  working  man  anrl  to  make  him 
think  the  WJ.U,  lender*  took  their 
order*  from  Moscow. 

“This  lying,  boas-dlrecled  red- 
baiting extends  even  to  your  own 
newspaper,  the  Comox  District  Free 
pTeaa,"  he  stated. 

He  assailed  I.W.A.  officials  Lloyd 
Whalen  and  Thomas  Bradley  for 
their  “Trotakylte"  Inclination*,  and 
made  scathing  reference  to  C.C.L- 
official  Patrick  Conroy  who  he  said 
“is  going  over  to  London,  going  over 


to  England  to  help  British  trade 
union  leaders  eliminate  Communists 
from  their  ranks  " 

“While  he  is  there,  I suppose  he 
will  visit  the  Pope."  Mr.  Pritchett 
sdded. 

Returning  to  the  question  of  his 
leadership  In  the  disaffiliation  move 
from  the  I.WA.,  the  W.I.U.  leader 
said  that  according  to  the  law,  It 
would  b*ve  taken  70  days  to  take  a 
referendum  vote  of  the  btsue  among 
I.W.A.  members. 

“There  was  no  time  for  that,"  he 
explained. 

Mr.  Pritchett  claimed  he  had  al- 
ways been  the  victim  of  what  he 
termed  “smear  attacks  by  the  bosses 
and  their  stooges,  the  radio  and  the 
press." 

i “But,"  he  asserted,  “there  Is  a 
solid  core  in  the  trade  union  move- 
ment that  knows  which  side  its 
bread  Is  buttered  on.  We  know  where 
our  Interests  lie,  and  we  will  never 
cease  to  fight."

Miss 
Kelley  has  been  leading  a life  of 
crime  since  she  was  graduated  from 
Yale  Law  School  and  began  prosecu- 
ting criminals  as  an  Assistant  Dis- 
trict Attorney  In  1938.  Since  then 
sHfc's  switched  to  the  other  side  of 
the  fence — defending  criminals  who 
do  not  have  enough  money  to  retain 
i an  attorney.  This  month,  her  career 


in  crime  cases  goes  still  a step 
further  when  she  takes  over  opera- 
tion of  the  Legal  Aid  Society's  newly 
formed  Federal  Courts  Division  of 
the  Criminal  Courts  Branch

Miss 
Kelley  Is  pretty  excited  about  the 
new  division— even  though  It  meanj 
much  more  work.  She  nas  three 
new  lawyers,  plus  her  present  staff 
of  nine,  for  the  new  project. 

"It's  hard  to  tell  yet  how  much 
work  the  Federal  Division  will 
mean."  Miss  Kelley  said.  "Well 
j tiandle  cases  like  mall  frauds,  car 
i hefts  and  narcotic  sales.  Sometimes 


these  case*  are  so  involved  tliat  they 
take  a week  or  two  to  clear  up. 
Most  criminal  cases  last  only  a day 
or  two.** 

HANDLES  BI<i  CASES 
As  head  of  the  criminal  courts 
activities  of  the  society,  Ml&s  Kelley 
lias  a Job  that  requires  more  than 
desk  work  She  personally  handles 
many  of  the  most  difficult  murder 
and  robbery  cases,  usually  spending 
mornings  In  court  In  the  afternoon 
she  confers  with  her  staff  and 
straightens  out  any  problems  that 
it  may  have  run  across.  Then  there 
are  dally  conferences  with  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney  to  arrange  pleas.
